In reply to your letter of Jan. 2nd. with reference to the 
St. Regis Village Indian Day School being broken into, I beg to 
say that this matter was reported to me the following day after 
this occured. I took the matter up and endeavoured to find the 
guilty parties, but am unsuccesful so far. I have in mind that 
there is some Indian who has a number of keys, and that one of 
the keys duplicated the door lock on the school. The locks on 
the school door were not broken, so it is quite evident , that 
the parties who entered the school, entered through the door by 
the use of a duplicate key. 

Since this has happened, I have put on the @oors of this 
school, one good yale night latch on one door, and an inside 
door bolt on the other, so I hope and trust that this school 
will not be interfered with in future. 

I may say that I have had no complaintw of the other schools 
on the reserve interfered with.

Mr. MeGookin, who recently visited st. Regie. 
states that the senior classroom of the Village Indian 

Day School requires to be redecorated. In this connection 
I have to request that you will furnieh an estimate of the 
cost of having the interior walls and also the ceiling, 

if latter required, repainted or kaleomined and the wood- 
work repainted. The cost should include labour and 
material. You should also state whet arrangements 

you would recommend be made to have this work carried 

out. 


The Inspector aleo recommends that a flag pole 
be erected near the school building. Please furnish 
an estimate of the cost of erecting a suitable f1 pole, 
including the supplying of a pole, guy wire and pulleys. 
The flag pole should be of a suitable type, but it is 
not intended that any large expenditure be inourred 
in installing same. 


The Inspector also states that there are some 
mud holes at the corner of the school and that the pupils 
track wud into the classroom. He recommends that a few 
loade of gravel be laid down in order to overcome the 
present conditions. I have to request that vou will 
errenge to have the avel required supplied and levelled 
around the school building in order to fill in the mud 
holes near the building. You will, no doubt, be able 
to obtain the services of an Indian to heul and spread 
the gravel. When this work is completed to your 
satisfaction, you should forward an account, in duplicte, 
properly certified, covering the cost. 


The Department will place an order to supply 
for each classroom a set of Nelson's Pictures of Ganadian 
History. These will be sent to you, and you should see 
that the teachers have them placed on the walls in the 
classrooms.

With reference to your letter granting permiss- 
ion to have the ceiling of the senior class room of the 
St-Regis Village School painted, I beg to advise you that 
John Day, who has this job, has been away, but he started 
the job last week, and has the ceiling nearly finished.He 
is making a good job of it and it has made a great improve- 
ment, but it shows up the walls, which are very dirty due 
to the smoke, etc., from the stove. The walls should be 
washed and painted. 


I have considered the possibility of having 
these walls washed and painted; also the ceiling and walls 
of the junior class room and entrances washed and painted. 
It would require approximately 5% gals- of paint at the 
cost of $25.00. The cost of washing and applying one coat 
of paint $55.00. The work now being done in the senior room 
is $19.50. This includes paint at $9-50 and labour $10.00. 
This work does not include the cloak rooms as they are in 
fair shape.

Aquantity of soup,three kinds,was placed in the 

Cornwall Island est,Chenail and Chetlain schools. 

According to verbal and notations on the attendance 
reports received from the Teachers,the additional food 
has proved beneficial to the children and has improved 
the average attendance during the winter month,although 
on account of the Influenza epidemic the month has not 
been a fair test. The teachers state this extra food 
has really been required as the lunches carried by the 
children are not sufficient enough to provide proper 
nourishment. 


The Chenail and Chetlain schools use 3 tins daily, 
Cornwall isiand east using 5 tins. There will be soup on hand 
for a few days during February. 


May I suggest that the serving of soups be continued 
during February and March inclusive of Cornwall Island west, 
school as Iam informed by Kiss Peters that the lunches of 
most of the children are not very abundant, principally 
bread and fat. 


I would judge that conditions on St. Regis Island 
is somewhat better,considering that there are only a few 
families from there on relief.

I have to refer to yours of July 30th., 
concerning appropriation for repairs and improvements 
at the days schools in this Agency. 


With such a limited amount as stated in 
your letter I am doubtful as to the advisability of 
of going ahead with any repairs. However I have en- 
closed a requisition covering materials required in 
order to shingle the village school. The labour of 
course is only an estimate, which may or may not be 
reduced by putting the job up for bid on a contract 
basis. On this latter point I recollect from con- 
versation with Mr.McNaughton last year, working on a 
contract basis is not practiced by the Branch with 
indian labour. It is offered only as a possible sol- 
ution to decreasing labour costs. Consideration must 
be given however to obtaining labour that will do the 
work properly. We are not blessed with an abundance 
of such labour at this time. 


You will note thet the latter part of 
the requisitiondeals with scaffolding meterials which 
are required if the job is to be done with consideration 
to the workmen. These materials should be kept here after 
the job for like purposes. 


I would ask that you give this mtter 
serious consideration as there is no question about the 
necessity of having this work done. There is an equally 
important job to be done at the Cornwall Ild. “est school 
where the plaster has been falling off the walls in both 
cioak rooms for same time but as this is interior work it 
could be held over until next spring when new monies are

With reference to your letter of May IIth, 
i might say that we have a variety of repairs that could 
be undertaken at our schools and teachers' residences. i 
feel, however, that in spending such a small amount of money 
that is alloted for such a purpose this year many things will 
have to be considered. If a post war construction program is 
contemplated in this regard then the only thing we can do is 
try and hold the older buildings together by undertaking only 
extremely urgent repairs and spend the larger amount on the 
buildings you definitely know: will be of use in future years. 


Due to the nature of repairs in some instances 
it is virtually impossible to requisition the needed materials 
and in some cases it is not possible at this writing to even 
obtain certain materials. 


we are up against a big job et the teachers’ 
residence in the village as here we have plastered walls and 
the series of smeller tremors following last September's jolt 
has left the walls in a bad state. After interviewing a rep- 
utable contractor in Cornwall 1 am of the opinion there is little 
to be gained by going to the heavy expense eof a replaster job 
in this building, as in most cases all plaster has to be removed. 
He suggested that i use V-lap (which is a sort of beaver board ) 
and put this over the present plaster. At some future date should 
the V-lap become soiled it could be sized and painted. in this 
way we would eliminate the mess of 4 plaster job- + have seen 
some of this work done and it makes a good finish for a wall. 
The cost of this material is $77.00 per M- 


As the sun room in the residence is in bad shape I 
thought, if agreeable to you, 1 would finish this room with V-lap 
and if it is satisfactory to all concerned we could consider at 
same future date finishing other rooms in a similar way. 


Pe-tero. 
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As it is impossible, with the limited funds 
aveilable, to undertake extensive repairs at any one 
place 1 would offer the suggestion that anc amount of 
¥200.00 be advanced for labour costs and that permission 
be granted to obtain materials for extremely urgent repairs 
at the various schools and residences. It is understood, of 
course, that every possible precaution will be taken to keep 
the entire expenditure within the #500.00 mark.

When this is completed you will 
know its cost and you will then be able to more 
accurately estima e what expenditure will be reouired 
to complete other rooms in the building where the 
condition of the plaster is unsatisfactory.

Mainteinence of Buildings: 

While the schools were closed for 
the summer months it was possible to have considerable plaster 
wogk done, and much of the damage caused by the previous 
earthquakes has now been repaired. Refairs have been made 
to the porches of the Cornwall Island West School, the interior 
of the classroom redecorated, a new toilet was also constructed 
Both cloakrooms as well as an entire wall of the school had to 
be replestered before any decorating could be done. In the Village, 
the Senior room of the Village school has been redecorated, giving 
it a much brighter appearance. Plaster work and some decorating 
have already been done at the Teachers* Residence in the Village.

This will acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of July 19th with attached Inspector's 
reports on the Caughnawaga Schools and the St. Regis 
Sehools. 


The various matters of these reports 
will be the subject of further correspondence but I 
note that you have found the work of Miss Terrance to 
be unsatisfactory. 


I was able to visit the St. Regis 
©chools in the middle of June and I concur entirely 
in your comments coneerning the Chetlain School. Of 
course, this school will be closed down next year and 
the ehlidren will be attending the new two room school 
at Chenail. It is not our intention to employ Miss 
+errance at this new school at Chenail and we have 
appointed a Miss Comeau from New Brunswick as the 
Senior teacher. Miss Francis will handle the Junior Room. 


I was very frank in disecvssing conditions 
in her classroom with Miss Terrance and told her that we 
would not consider her for the new school at Chenail. I 
have made the suggestion that she transfer to the 
Caughnawaga School where she can be kept under constant 
supervision. I have not as yet heard as to whether this 
transfer will be acceptable to all concerned. 
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I also note your recommendation with 
regard to our requirements at St. Regis. I doubt if 
we can include this in our 1949-50 building program but 
hope to include in our 1950-51 project this item. 


In conclusion may I again express the 
appreciation of our Department to you for the sincere 
interest which you take in our schools and for the 
valuable assistance which you render annually to our teachers.

that time and, therefore, he would not consent to a longer period. 

As to the claim for damages,he has agreed to accept 
$10.00 for articles broken and missing, which I consider reason 
able and would recommend for payment. 

Your wefer to my letter of December last to a claim 
for $21.00 in favour of James Hemlock amd which you did not enter 
-tain, allow me to say with all respect that I believe Hemlock is 
legally, m@illywand equitably entitlea to the amount claimed, al- 

though you have ruled otherwise. 

Owing to the fact that it is aifficult to secure 
suitable boarding places or houses for the accomadation of the tea 
~ehers ,may I offer the following suggestions, that during the 
summer of 1922 a modern residence should be erected upon the schoo’ 
lot for the teachers, thereby doing away with the necessity of 
renting houses which at best are not altogether suitable for the 

purpose. 

While writing of teachers recallsto mind that I made 
application for the placing of Sisters in 
school,and your reply was that no suitable 
if you’ were to follow my suggestion and ere 
secure the nuns for the reo 
1922 term. - 
As you are well aware where-ever the Sisters are in 
charge of the Indian schools much more satisfactory work is done. 
Mr Inspector Gilman,Inspector for the Protestant Provincial Board 
of Education and who inspects these schools for the Department has 
only words of praise for the wonderful work being done at the 
Caughnawage schools where they are serving: he always urges me to 
do my utmost to secure for the vil lage at least,the Sisters. 

I hope you may give the matter your valuabte consid- 
eration and that when the school year 1922-1923 arrives we will 
have installed 'Les bonnes soeurs.'

I ha 
troughing on the St. Regis Village Teacher's R 
residence should be replaced in parts. They are 
leaking and in some places have become broken- 
They are not in a condition to carry sufficient 
water to fill the cistern during a rainy spell,with 
the result that the Teachers'have had to have their 
soft water carted from the river. 


At the present time only 2/3 of the 
roof sheds water,into troughing,delivered to the 
cistern. The balance was caught in a barrel or wasted. 
It is proposed to have all spouting deliver water 
to the cistern, 


Mr. Parker of Cornwall informs me the most 
practical method would be to charge for the manufactured 
troughing,25¢gper foot, plus labor,etc,cost of installing. 


It will all depend upon the condition of the 
pipes as to what the total cost would. Some of the old 
troughing may be used. The total cost would be around 
$30.00. If I may have permission I can have this work 
done in time to catch the fall rains. Please advise 
and oblige.

requires repairing-The most practical method is 
to use Plaster board or gyproce A portion of the 
piastered wall unier the window sili of the sun 
room requires repairingsand cause of seepage 
of rain water remedied. VYhrough settlining of the 
building the Cellar door and the bath room door 
(directly overhead) will have to be rehung,so 
as to close properly. 


The walls and ceilings throughout should 
be morescoed or painted.The kitchen,sitting room 
hall ways,three bedrooms,particulery require 
renovating. There are several large cracks in the 
wall of one of the bedrooms,near chimney which 
require to be filled. We heve trouble with the 
drain leading from the cellar. It may be that the 
septic tank ha become decayed and will not function 
roperly. The drain may have to be reopened the 
box examined nad possibly replaced. Costs in onnection 
with this will be problematical in accord with repairs 
required.

When Inspector Thibault was here some 
time ago we discussed the question of getting water 
for the teachers' residence in the village- Since 
his visit I hawe been making inquiries to ascertein 
if e solution could be found for our problem but so 
far have met with little success. 


There is a cistern in the cellar at the 
residence with a hook-up to a hand operated pressure 
tank which supplies water for the taps and bathroom. 
However uhless we have plenty of rain there is no way 
ef filling the cistern except by hauling water. When 
the cistern goes dry, which is quite often, this means 
no water is available for the hot water tank as well 
which is hooked up to the furnace with the result that 
the furnace coil, from not having water in it, has been 
useless and often requires replacement. Since it has 
been necessary to keep the furnace on steadily for the 
past couple of months the water system could not be used 
and consequently water has to be carried upstairs,where 
it is held in the bath tub, for operetion of the toilet 
unit. 


There is little use in putting in a new 
furnace coil unless water can be kept in the cistern 
and this means continuous expense for this purpose as 
it takes about 20 barrels to make an impression in the 
cistern and this costs twenty-five cents per bbl. and 
20 bbls. lasts about ten days or thereabouts. Since 
the furnace has been on steadily no water has been put 
in the cistern and there is little use unless the coil 
in the furnace is replaced but when that is done, water 


De-e-tesed 
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will have to be kept up in the cistern. ‘there is no 
drinking water on the premises and this has to be carried 
from a neighbouring Indian home or from the school yard 
pump. 


The only permanent solution i can see 
would be to install Briges-Stretton 
gas 

school well and 
store na pressure tank in the basement of the 
residence. This would then give the teachers water 
for all purposes. The other alternative is to drill 
an artesian well on the grounds and pipe it into the 
house to the pressure tank. However fyles available 
on drilling artesian wells at this agency would in- 
dicate this to be a very expensive proposition. 


During the remainder of this winter 
it would seem advisable to have the hot water coil 
repaired in the furnace and umi the cistern kept 
full of water in the cellar and I would recommend 
that authority be granted to undergo the necessary 
expenditure until a permanent solution is found.

With further reference to my letter 
of Dec. 28th., last anent the water situation at the 
Village Teachers’ Hesidence, i might advise as follows. 


i had an opportunity of discussing this 
question with a qualified plumber last week and after looking 
the situation over from all angles it was decided it was not 
possible to arrange a hook-up with the well across the road 
in the School lot and have it pumped into a pressure tank 
at the residence. You will recall 4 discussed this with you 
while in Ottawa. 


Unfortunately there is only a 6° casing 
in the artesian well at school and with the piping ani foot 
valve down in the casing it is not possible to place more 
plumbing in such a small space. A foot valve would also 
have to be put into the intended system as well. After 
considering this, digging costs and levels to be contended 
with,it would not appear advisable to consider my first 
suggestion. The only alternative is to have a well drilled 
or dug right on the house lot and a small gas engine to pump 
the water into a larger pressure tank in the residence basement. 
Digging may not be practicable as there appears to be a slate 
strata underneath the subsoil. The extent of this of course, 
4 cannot say.

The present school-year is quickly coming to an end 
and I have every reason to believe that our Sisters have devoted 
their best efforts in behalf of the interests of the native 
children of Saint Regis Mission. In fact, they have labored 
strenuously in a supreme endeavor to raise the educational level 
of their charges. 


I wish to thank you and the Department of Indien 
Affairs for the assistance you geve the teechers in their work 
as well as for every step teken by you to give them some measure 
of comfort in the residence. 


At this time when the General Administration is checking 
up on the most pressing needs of our various esteblisiments, I 
would like to draw your attention to the unsatisfactory heating 
system in the teachers’ residence. Reports show that the furnace 
is much too small to assure to necessary warmth, and as none of 
the windows or doors are weather-proof, the sisters suffered very 
much from the intensive cold during the winter months. 


Another cause of considerable inconvenience is the in=- 
sufficiency of domestic water. Proper sanitation and hygiene 
are impossible under existing conditions. Mr. Doucet, who in- 
spected the house, will know that our compleint is justified. 


Though it may seem early to be planning for the next 
year, I feel that I should not delay to expose « situation to 
which I would ask you to give your personal and immediate atten- 
tion in order to relieve the sisters of these water and heat wor- 
ries. I hardly believe it would be possible for the sisters to 
resume another winter under similar difficulties.

With reference to yours of June 5th, 
please be advised that the water system has now been 
installed in the village teachers" residence from the 
school artesian well. Vouchers are going forward under 
separate cover for this item. 


You will notethat it was not possible to 
keep within the limited amount specified in your letter. 
However, I have done as well as can be in regards to keeping 
down labour costs for ditching and excavation at the well. 


Had I not spent all my time on this work costs would have 
doubled what they are as the men had to dig through hard 
pan and plenty of rock to put through the ditch. Total 
labour costs for this work being $74-25. Plumbing costs 
are $124.14, which includes bridge toll and the services 
of Garnet Clark, welder. 


I might mention that the casing of this 
artesian well was only 5" and not 6" as expected. It being 
impossible to place two I" check valves in such a small 
space regardless of the type of valve. Sensing that we would 
encounter great difficulty there, i made a test of the water 
rise and got well below the level. Mr. Clark burned through 
the casing and we set in our pipe and then welded around the 
casing. During this process the water had to be kept pumped 
out of the casing. A check (horizontal) valve was placed 
outside the casing and if anything should ever go wrong with 
this vaive it will not be necessary to touch the regular pump. 
incidentally the check valve had to be removed fram the reguiar 
pump at the well as it was not possible to even get it down past 
the other piping despite the fact that the casing was hugged. 


Both the pump at the school and in the residence 
are now in good working order end with plenty of water. 


er ePecetered 
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1 feel, however, that consideration 
should be given to the purchase of a gas operated pump 
for the teachers’ residence. The hand pump that is in 
Operation at the present time is somewhat of a man-kilier. 
You must realize that with four people in a house continually 
there is a lot of water used and with the small pressure tank 
it has to be pumped at least five times daily. Pumping is 
comparatively easf until the pressure reaches 30 but beyond 
that it is no easy job and we cannot expect to have a janitor 
that receives only $5-00 per month spend all his time pumping 
water. iI would judge that at least two and one-half hours 
must be spent daily in pumping water by hand and after that 
is done a janitor has to go about his other work. If we had 
@ gas operated pump there would still be the same pumping to 
be done but would give a ganitor a chance to do his other work 
while the pump was operating. I discussed the prospect of 
getting s ges opereted pump with Mr. Parker and he advises 
that there is a possibility but not until August.

With reference to our telephone conversation of 
this date regarding the sewage disposal system at the 
teachers’ residence in the village, i would advise as 

follows: 


The situation at the teachers‘ residence is 
similar to what we have experienced here at the office 
for the past number of years. the cellar drain and the 
toilets at the residence are on the same hook-up, and, 
with the disposal system seven feet under ground, there 
is very little chance for any seepsage- in order to lower 
the water level in the basement of the residence, and get 
rid of raw sewage, digging is under way so that we can 
epen up the line to the cesspool. As advised, arrange- 
ments have been made to put in a separate system to take 
care of the first and segond floor. A geptic tank will be 
installed near the residencé with sufiicient seepage lines 
therefrom to take care of sever people. A cut-off will be 
made in the cellar approximately eighteen inches below 
ground level, and hooked up to the new septic tank. In 
this way, the seepage lines coming from the septic tank 
wiil not be buried under ground too deeply, where they gre 
of no use. in the meantime, all we can do is keep the old 
line open to the cesspool, and after the new system is in- 
stalled, use the old line for a cellar drain only. With 
more occupants in the residence, and the latter in use the 
year ‘round, it is well to have a @ystem that will give 
satisfaction. Unfortunately, there is so little land there 
that the seepage lines will have to be run on a neighbor's

Since our letter of November 30th lest, the 
installation hes been completed at the Chenail School 
residence by instelling burners in the old kitchen stove 
and putting in a coil for a hot water tank, The unit hes 
been working very satisfactory. When we discussed on the 
telephone, prior to my letter of November 30th lest, what 
disposal would be msde of the electric oil burning unit 
previously purchesed for the Chensail School Residence, the 
suggestion wes put forward about trensferring that unit to 
the Sisters' residence in the Village where the power is 
hooked up and can:be operated. The storage tank that came 
at the time the new electric oil burning unit wes received 
has been set up end will be left at the Cheneil School to 
teke cere of our oil storage for the nonelectric oil burning 
unit mentioned above. This brings us to the point that if 
we transfer to the “isters' residence the original electric 
oil burning unit previously purchased for the Cheneail School, 
then we will slso have to purchase « storage tank end place 
it at the “ister's residence in the villege. 


As you hed not continued further in this metter, I 
thought possibly you might be pondering over the idea of 
purchasing an electric stove for the “isters' resicence at 
St. Regis Village and using the electric oil burning unit et 
another locetion where p wer is available and heating is 
essentiel from a kitchen stove.

Due to various reasons 
of which perhaps army life may heave been responsible, 
it was not possible to get Hrnie to settle down and 
after considering every angle i thought it better to 
let the matter rest in abeyance until he was prepared 
to readjust himself to civilian life. 


Some days ago he contacted me and ad- 
vised that, if given the opportunity, he was prepared 
to go to work in the capacity previously outlined to 
him and I am pleased, therefore, to forward his 
application with the hope thet your office may see 
fit to consider his appointment. It is true he would 
have very little to work with insofar as manual training 
is concerned. It may also be true that travelling will 
present some obstacle during the hard part of the 
winter. i do not feel, however, that such obstacles 
should prevent the employment of this man as i know 
him to be quite capable and could be depended upon 
in lieu of regular manual training (equipment which 
we have not on hand) to keep the boys occupied in 
such work as leathercraft, beadwork, wood carving, and 
basketry.« There is plenty of work for him to do in 
this regard and i feel confident that if he is employed 
we can get together and work out a very good program 
for the benefit of all concerned.

Your letter was the subject of discussion 

geveral days ago for Mr. Doucet, Mr. Gendron and myself. 

We are agreed that we should accept the resignation of Miss 
Helene Jourdain. This means that another teacher will have 
to be employed and I note that you have interested Mrs. Marie 
Noel. As she holds the equivalent of e second class teaching 
certificate and has had four years of experience, she would 
be entitled to a starting salary of $166.00 a teaching month. 
If she is only teaching part time, her salary would be lower 
in proportion to the amount of time spent in teaching duties. 


You will recall the telegrem which I sent 
you om March 10. This was as a result of a telegram received 
here on March 9 from Mrs. Pierre Vachon, reading as follows: 


“We have lost our good teacher who had 
teught our children for eleven years. Our new Agent, 
Mr. Pauze is having her replaced by Mrs. Johnny Hoel. 
The latter already made one bad break by hurting a 
child. The Priest considered that she should never 
teach thereafter. More than half the children have 
quit attending. Please note that there ere many of 
us complaining". 


It is presumed thet she is the leader of the 
faction referred to in the last paragreph of your letter. I 
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am therefore referring the Family Allowance problem to the 
Supervisor of Family Allowances end you will hear directly from 
him. When we receive « further report from you concerning the 
above telegram and concerning the time spent in teaching duties 
each day by Mrs. Noel, we will arrange the payment of salary 

te her. In the meantime, you can submit a voucher in favour 

of Mrs. Noel at the end of March, reading as follows:

As requested in your last letter, I wish to inform 
you that Mrs Marie Anne Noel is a full time teacher. She is 


teaching from 09:00 A.M. till 11:50 A.M. and from 01:00 P.M. 
till 04:00 P.M. 


Before discussing the content of Mrs Pierre Vachon's 
telegram I wish to inform you that she is a well known trouble- 
maker, she has been that way for years and will allways be look- 
ing for trouble. 


As for the content of the telegram I wish to ad- 
vise that Mrs Bierre Vachon is trying to avenge herself of an 
01d feud against Mrs Noel and Mrs Noel's mother (all Indian 
women). Referring to some o1d records I found out that Mrs 
Pierre Vachon was arraigned in court on October ? ~1931 for 
having stolen from Mrs Noel's mother a kettle and a half moose 
skin, and was found guilty by the Justice of th Peace Dr. J.H. 
Lavallee, ex-Indian Age t. 1is same year Mrs Noel was teaching 
school and a daughter of Pierre Vachon happened to be one of 
her pupils. Apparently the said pupil attacked rs Noel in school 
with a heavy wooden pencil box. No need to tell you that the 
school teacher Mrs Noel tried to take that pencil box off the 
assailant's hands. While they were both pulling on the wooden 
pencil box it slipped off the school teacher's hands and the 
pupil struck herself on the arm and made a king of a bruise, it 
was also reported to me that in striking some mus les her arm 
was swollen the next day. This was the only time Mrs Noel had 
anything that went wrong with her pupils and most likely what 
Mrs Vachon is referring in her telegram when he states: THE 
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LATTER (Mrs Noel) ALREADY M I BREAK BY HURTING 
A (should have been "“her") Ci 
2.- "WE HAVE UF ¥ \CHER WH HAD TAUGHT OUR 
CHILDREN FOR V 1 Y I gathered if we 
take off from t ; eleven years the days she was sick and 
the days when s did not feel like teaching her full time 
teaching would be worth about 4 or 5 years.

Referring to Family Allowance problem I regret 
to inform you that I reported to the Regional irector 
Family Allowances the children mentionned in my letter of 
March 9,1949. I waited till March 19,1949.to hear from 
but unhappily your letter reached me on March 25,1949. 
reason is that I had to set them an example (cancellation 
of their Family Allowances cheoues for April) so as to 


counteract a certain propacanda started by them, the last 


two weeks, to get some of our pupils out of Mrs Noel's di- 

vision, so as to enlist more pupils in Miss Jourdain's pri- 

vate course, who by the way is teaching only two (2) hours 

per day which is far from being efficient. We cannot let 
them win their points it would »0 t for the future

In any event, we are only adding Mrs. Noel to our selery roll 
until the end of June and you should edvise her that the 
Department docs not consider hers a permanent appointment, 
but thet further consideration is being given to the 
appointment of another teacher.

I have your note in regard to Miss Helene 
Jourdain, who teaches a separate class on the Seven Islands 
Reserve, 


A few weeks ago,I met Superintendent Pauze at 
Baie Comeau and he told me that Miss Jourdain had said that 
she would continue teaching for this year only,but would not 
re-open again in the Fall. Under the circumstances, I do not 
think it advisable to enforce Section 10, Paragraph 4, of the 
Indian Act et least for the present. If, in the Fell, Miss 
Jourdain agein causes trouble, a further report should be 
submitted for authority to apply the Indian Act.

I beg to say that I visited the day 
achool on the North Temiskaming reserve, during my 
recent inspection trip in that locality. 

T cannot say that I was impressed with 
the progress made by the pupils. I am also still of the 
opin’on that the teacher's methods are nOt as modern as 
they might be. I had the same classes up before me as 
on my previous visit last fall. I failed to see any 
improvement. This was particularly noticeable in the 
junior class which I heard in addition tables. They 
appeared to know them no better than last fall, and the 
teacher continaally answers for them when they hesitate. 

The reading of the larger pupils was 
very poor and none of them were able to properly pronounce 
the th sound, as in mother. The teacher was also out 
on this sound until I started to call the attention of the 
pupils to it. 

The teacher's English is lacking, not only 
in pronunciation but also in vocabulary and in manner of 
forming sentences. For instance, she asked one pupil 
"What it is, that", when she should have said "What is it"? 

The conjiition of the school and books was 


all that could be desired. Deportment was good and the 


pupils were clean.
